STUDENTS’ ESCAPADE. 


REMOVAL OF A FIRE 
EXTINGUISHER. 

A young medical student, from Trinity 
College, Dublin, was charged by Guard 
Devlin, 128C, with stealing a hand fire ex- 
tinguisher from the back of the entrance door 
of Clery’s Restaurant, between 11 and 12 
o'clock last Saturday nicht. Mr. Gerald 
Byrne appeared for the defence. 

Guard Devlin gave evidence that while on 
duty in Sackville street after 11 o'clock on 
Saturday night he saw two young men in 
evening dress come across the street and 
enter Clery’s Restaurant. They came out 
shortly afterwards, when one of them, the 
defendant, was carrying a fire extinguisher. 
The witness went over to Clery's and saw the 
manager, after which he followed the two 
across the bridge and saw them go into 
Trinity College. He was quite positive that 
the defendant was carrying the extinguisher. 

The defendant, in the witness box, denied 
that he had anything to do with the taking 
of the extinguisher, and was not in Clery’s at 
all on Saturday night. He went to La Scala 
Theatre at about a quarter to eleven and left 
about a quarter past. eleven, and went back 
to his rooms in the College, where some of the 
College Harriers’ Club, of which he was a 
member, were entertaining visiting harriers 
from Oxford University. He went straight 
from La Scala to the College. 

After some time a message came to his 
rooms that there was a constable in the 
lodge inquiring about an extinguisher. The 
witness went down, and told the officer that 
if the extinguisher was in the College he 
would do his best to find it. He went back 
to his rooms, and about half-an-hour later the 
Guard returned, and he was taken to the 
station. 

Several students gave evidence that they 
were with defendant in the Scala, and 
accompanied him back to College. He did 
not cross over to Clery’s, and had no fire 
extinguisher in his ion 


Mr. Byrne informed the Court that he 


would produce the gentleman who actually 
took the fire extinguisher out of Clery’s. 

The Guard remarked that in the police 
station the defendant said that he could 
produce the man who took it, and he (pro- 
secutor) replied that it did not matter who 
took it; he would swear that he saw him 
carrying it. 

A second student then entered the box and 
said that it was he who took the extinguisher. 

Mr. Collins—I wonder do you realise what 
you are doing when you are tendering this 
evidence ? 

“I realise that this gentleman is wrongly 
accused of doing what I did, and I want io 
get him off.” 

Mr. Collins—‘ And probably let yourself in 
for it. It is quite possible that you may have 
taken it, and the other man helped you to 
carry it away.” 

‘‘He was not with me at all.” 

Mr. Byrne submitted that a mistake had 
been made by the Guard, who had identified 
the wrong man. That such a mistake had 

en made was proved by all the witnesses, 
including the man who actually took the 
article. : 

Mr. Collins said that he had the evidence 
of the trained officer who was on duty at the 
time, and whose recollection was less likely 
to be impaired than that of young men out in 
a crowd like that. He was satisfied that ihe 
defendant carried the extinguisher down Sack- 
ville street, and he would fine him 10s. for 
illegal possession, 

He could not understand why students stole 
such things; for it was nothing less than 
rebbery. Not long ago a student was before 
the Court for stealing a serviette, and now 
another student admitted that he stole a fire 
extinguisher. Women took things from shop 
counters in Grafton street, and students took 
things from restaurants. In each case it was 
just robbery.

EVIDENCE, 
——— : : 


At a Special Court in Tralee a 
before District Justice Johnson, é csaon más 
markable evidence was given in connection 
with the Killarney bank raid. ' 

John Cronin (who was, a fortnight ago 
returned for trial with John Sullivan an 
Martin Cronin, charged with rohbing the 
Munster and inster Bank, Killarney, of 
3 on January 17th last, while armed) 
entered the witness box and gave evidence 
against Robert Tangney, Dan Tangney, 
Joseph Tangney and Martin Cronin, who are 
charged with conspiracy to rob, while aa 
one or other of the banks in Killarney and 
Kenmare. 

In the course of his evidence he told how 
the raid was in contemplation since 
February, 1926, and detailed how it was 
ultimately carried out. He said that he met 
Bob Tangney at Dan O'Leary's publichouse 
in Killarney in February, 1926, where they 
discussed a raid on the Munster and Leinster 
Bank, Killarney. It was arranged that they 
should commandeer a motor at Foley’s 
garage in Killarney, drive out to Derry- 
cunnihy Church, where Tangney was to have 
two men with rifles to join Cronin and John 
Sullivan. They were then to drive back to 
Killarney, and, after having raided the bank, 
were to drive out to the Kenmare road and 
cross by boat to Derrycunnihy and through 
the mountain to Bob Tangney’s house. Bob 
Tangney said that he had two rifles and 
could get a “ Peter the Painter” revolver. 

_ ARRANGING FOR THE RAID. 

Witness went on to say that the raid was 
arranged for May last year, but: was not 
carried out. It was again intended to carry 
it out in August or September. Bob Tangney 
said that he would have a man to drive the 
motor car, The contemplated raid was again 
spoken of about Christmas, when John Sulli- 
van met Bob Tangney at his own house. 
Witness went there in response to a letter 
from Tangney, whose wife was present in the 
house when he arrived. Bob Tangney, wit- 
ness and Sullivan left the house and went to 
the Queen’s Cottage, and there made arrange- 
ments for the raid. 

They decided to get a motor in Killarney 
and after the raid to drive to the Queen’s 
Cottage, leave the car there, cross the Black 
Valley and 3 to Bob Tangney’s house. 
Witness, with John Sullivan and Michael 
Cronin, were to be in the car with two men 
that Bob Tangney was to send. He, John 
Sullivan and ichael Cronin did rob the 
Munster and Leinster Bank in Killarney on 
17th January. They did not go as far as 
the Queen’s Cottage, but crossed Glena 
Mountain towards Bob Tangney’s. 

IN A CAVE. 

They remained in Dara cave on the moun- 
tain, and Sullivan and his brother went to 
Bob Tangney’s house and brought them tea 
and bread. While he and Michael Cronin 
were putting on dry socks, which Sullivan’s 
brother brought them, John Sullivan and 
Bob Tangney counted the money, which was 
about £3556. John Sullivan took £8 and Bob 
Tangney admitted taking £25. They then 
went away, leaving witness and Michsel 
Cronin in the cave with the bag and money. 
While there, Joe Tangney came up with a 
dog after the sheep and said that the military 
and Guards were down at the house. 

At the time they raided the bank they had 
two rifles they got from Bob Tangney and 
a revolver that John Sullivan brought. 

The witness was subjected to a searching 
cross-examination by Mr. McCartie, solicitor 
(for the defence), who. suggested that 
Cronin’s evidence was pure lying and inven- 
tion to save his own skin when he found 
that Bob Tangney had given evidence incri- 
minating him. 

Now, Cronin, asked Mr. McCartie, is there 
á doubt but that you robbed the bank ?— 

io. 


CROSS-EXAMINED. 

In further cross-examination, he admitted 
that in his first statement he denied all know- 
ledge of the bank raid, and did not mention 
Bob Tangney’s name until after Tangney 
and John Sullivan had identified him in 
Tralee. He admitted having taking most of 
the “ swag,”’ about £255; but denied that the 
£30 paid to take up a bill in the bank after 
the raid was any portion of the money 
robbed from the bank. 

Michael Cronin was his servant boy, and 
he did not get any of the money. 

Chief Superintendent Clinton, Tralee, said 
that there was absolutely no attempt to ex- 
tract statements from the accused man, as 
os by Mr. McCartie for the deíence. 

The accused men were further remanded in 
custody for a week, 

Michael Tangney, Robert Tangney, and 
Martin Cronin were returned for trial, charged 
with being in possession of firearms.

WATERWORKS FIRE.

EMERGENCY MEASURES AT 
CARRICKMACROSS. 


The engine house at Carrickmacross Water- 
works Pumping Station, situate at Nafarty, a 
short distance from the town, was destroyed 
by fire late last Saturday night. There was 
a terrific explosion when the fire came fh con- 
tact with a quantity of crude oil on the pre 
mises. : 

The origin of the outbreak is unknown. It 
is hoped that the pumping machinery may 
not have sustained very serious injury. 

In the ordinary course the water supply 
pumped on Saturday afternoons lasts only 
until Monday morning, and as the town was 
completely dependent on this source of supply 
the Waterworks Committee and officials of 
the Urban Council had a busy day on Sunday 
inspecting the place and making arrange- 
ments for the conservation of the stock of 
water in the reservoir. Announcements were 
made in the churches at the Morning Services 
with a view to the avoidance of any waste. 

The supply was shut off at 4 p.m. on Sun- 
day by order of the Town Council, and the 
daily supply is to be limited between 8.30 
and 9.30 a.m. each day while the reservoir 
stock lasts. It has been arranged that special 
and continuous work should be commenced 
for the restoration of the service as soon as 
the machinery is inspected by the engineers. 

The present waterworks system was carried 
out at a cost of £4,

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“AN UNSUPPORTABLE 
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THE SMALL DWELLINGS 
ACT, 
hia iiledie ical 


(BY “ ARTIFEX."’) 
AVING heard the warning of th 
Minister for Local Government that a. 
-  ¢ertain amendment would place ''an 
additional and unsup le burden on the 
community,’’ Seanad Hireann unanimously re- 
jected the Minister's warning. 

Fifteen years ago Dublin Corporation 

laced contracts for four and five roomed 

ouses, with necessary sewers and street 
approaches, for £300 each. For such dwell- 
ings wage-earners were charged rents esti- 
mated to repay the capital invested in forty 
years. To-day the Minister for Local Go- 
vernment tells us that the total cost of similar 
houses and services exceeds £700, and that 
its purchaser receives a free gift of £280. To 
that £280 Senators have added a further £60, 
thus increasing the gift to £340—or £40 more 
than the total costs of 19. An iavest- 
ment of £300 has become a gift of £340. 

“ But,’’—says the Senate—‘' the house does 
not cost £700, it only costs £520. The 
difference is accounted for by the cost of 
land, road approaches, sewers, water pipes, 
and other services.’ No doubt. But is not 
a sewer as essential to a complete house as 
is a chimney! Is not a water main as clearly 
an element of cost as the bath which it 
supplies? Let me put it another way. Is 
not the cost of a house the total amount of 
expenditure which would have been avoided 
if that house had not been built? Were any 
speculative builder to omit such items as law 
costs, clearance of site, and professional fees, 
from his cost accounts, what would his 
bankers have to say? How, then, can 
Senators defend their reasoning and their 
decision ? 

SUBSIDIES MUST BE MEASURED. 

If the clear intention of Senators was that 
wage-earners should be presented with a free 
gift of £3540 with each State-provided house, 
which they undertook to purchase (and thirty 
years in which to pay off the remainder of 
the £700, which it cost the State), the deci- 
sion is, at least, intelligible. It is credit- 
able to Senators’ hearts—and might even con- 
ceivably be defende das far-seeing and ulti- 
mately Em policy. Itall depends on the 
point of view, and on the ability of other citi- 
zens to “foot the bill.” [ could, I think, make a 
convincing case in support of the view that 
any State expenditure—even the free gift of 
20,000 houses costing £700 each—would be 
justified, if such outlay were necessary to 
get rid of our slums and their terrible annual 
costs in physical and moral degeneration and 
loss of earning power. All ask 
is that the cost shall be measured—not 
muddled, Let us face the fact that Marino 
and similar houses do ‘cost £700 each; that 
they are being sold on ‘‘hire-purchase ’’ 
terms at £420 each ; and that some other per- 
son than the purchaser must provide £280

WHY THE CONFUSION? 

Now, a word of excuse for Senators. They 
are simply the victims of many years of ex- 
travagant and confusing legislation. 
Beginning with the free grant of £1,000,000, 
which was used to pay £0600 of the total cost 
of every £900 house built by the Corporation ; 
and followed by subsequent Acts, under which 
a £100 free gift was contributed by the 
State, and a further mixed gratuity of £150 
a by the ratepayer for each small house 

uilt in certain areas, the habit of counting 
the cost has fallen into abeyance. . 

Now the crisis has been reached. In spite 
of free gifts of £250 for each £800 house pro- 
vided by its future gs mal private enter- 
prise has ceased to make any substantial 
contribution towards the solution of Dublin’s 
housing problem. Must the £250 gift, then, 
be increased to £400 or £500? If not— what ? 
Let us examine the causes of the crisis, 
First—whether owing to the Rent Restriction 
Acts or other causes—the building of houses 
to be rented has been entirely suspended for 
many years; and there is no early prospect 
of its revival. Consequently the would-be 
householder must either buy or build? In 
either event the cost of furnishing or re- 
furnishing must be added to the cost of the 
house, 

The combined cost on the most modest 
scale is at least £1,000—£800 for house and 
£200 for other items. Fifteen years ago the 
maximum combined cost would have been 
£400, Of the £300, representing the pre- 
war cost of house, £250 could then be ob- 
tained at four cent. from any reputable 
building society. To-day the building society 
will only lend £400 of the necessary £800, 
and charges 64 per cent. for the loan. So 
that the accommodation which in 1914 cost 
£50 down, and, say, £25 a year for fifteen 
years, now demands that the aspirant for 
the same house must find £400 in cash, and 
undertake to pay more than £50 yearly for 
lo years. And this in a period of acute and 
general financial stringency, when the 
majority of citizens have been compelled to 
use their normal savings to meet other in- 
sistent demands. 

PUBLIC UTILITY SOCIETIES. 

Many hopes have been raised by “the 
Housing Parson's '” example and precept in 
the promotion of Public Utility Societies, 
Writing with several years’ practical ex- 
perience of such organisations, I take off my 
hat to the Rev. Mr. Hall. He has achieved 
something akin to a miracle. Others—if 
there be others—with the same heroic devo- 
tion, courage, persistence and prestige, may 
yet rival his efforts for the benefit of special 
classes or sections in the community. But, 
as a general instrument of housing reform 
in Dublin, I cannot regard such organisations 
with any hope. ae even its 
simplest forms, does not succeed among the 
wage-earners of Dublin. Co-operation in the 
design, construction and administration of 
housing schemes means complicated and 
onerous work, Its time in Dublin is not yet, 


THE SMALL DWELLINGS ACTS. 
Prior to 1914 the wage-earner, or any 
other aspirant for a dwelling, could borrow 
three-quarters of the cost of an approved 
house not exceeding £400 from the State, 
and repay his £300 loan in instalments over 
forty years. In 1918 the limit of purchase 
price was increased to £800, and the amount 
of the forty-year loan to £720. That is the 
legal position in Dublin to-day; but the law 
is inoperative, because money for loans is 
not available. 

In Great Britain the limit of £800 pur- 
chase price has been raised to £1,200, and 
the loan limit to £1,080. Within these in- 
creased limits thousands of small houses and 
suburban bungalows are springing up round 
English cities. Such houses involve no 
charge upon the taxpayer and the ratepayer 
—nothing but the use of public credit. 

Here, then, is the instrument with which 
to bring private enterprise again into active 
play; with which to get rid of complicated 
and costly subsidies from public funds; with 
which to encourage hundreds of thrifty 
citizens to clear out of small city houses and 
leave them for those who are now compelled 
to crowd themselves into excessively rented 
tenements; and, generally, to relieve the 
pressure for accommodation which—like al! 
other forms of economic, pressure—ultimately 
bears down upon the poorest and the most 
helpless members of the community. The 
scheme is simple; it would operate instantly 
and automniatically;. and it would save us 
from the architectural horrors and the social 
outrages of barrack squares now being 
hurried into existence under the" false de- 
scription of “ garden snburbs.” Mr, Bivthe 
has announced a new National Loan.

“In Dublin,” Dr. Dwyer said, ‘‘ the total 
valuation which, it has so far decided

It is proposed by the 
bill at present under consideration to extend 
on somewhat similar lines the same remis- 
sion to buildings erected or reconstructed as 
from Ist April, 1927, and further to extend 
it to houses ‘built since 1920 by the Corpora- 
tion under the Housing of the Working 
Classes Acts. This latter proposal is appar- 
ently based on the false assumption that the 
occupants of Corporation dwellings are bein 
treated less favourably than the occupants o 
similar houses built by public utility societies 
under the Housing Facilities Acts, 

“Excluding the houses ,which have. been 
let at a weekly rent, the Corporation have 
since 1920 built and disposed of 1,752 houses 
under a sale purchase scheme. These houses 
cost a sum of £1,287,429. (excluding acquisi- 
tion of land), and have been disposed of for 
£750,003. “Had they been built by a public 
utility society sorte. maximum grants and 
remission of rates under the Housing Acts, 
the minimum price at which they could have 
been disposed of is £937,789, which, deduct- 
ing present value of remission of ~rates 
(£116,852), gives a net cost to the purchasers 
of £820,937 
occupants of the Corporation dwellings ex- 
ceeds by a sum of £70,934, or £40 per house, 
that which would have been received by out- 
side purchasers. ' 

“s The Commissioners yield priority to none

** Except where remission of rates gives 
distinct prospect of providing employment, 
the Commissioners are definitely opposed to 
this form of assistance, and they must warn 
the ratepayers that economies in administra- 
tion cannot keep with these enormous 
reductions in the income of the Corporation, 
and rates must necessarily be increased if the 
proposals in question are carried into effect.”

SCHOOL OF ART. . 
BUILDING AND ITS. 
ACCESSORIES. 


‘The teaching of drawing was discussed 
by Mr. George Atkinson, A.R.C.A. (Lon- 
don), Head Master of the Metropolitan 
School of Art, Dublin, at yesterday's 
session of the Technical Education Com- 
mission in Dublin. Mr. J. Ingram, Chair- 
man, presided. ' | 

Mr. Atkinson. gaye it as his opinion that.

Mr. Atkinson, in the course of his evidence, 
said that drawing as a subject of school in- 
struttion was taught for many years through 
the medium of ‘‘ drawing books,’’ comprising 
a large number of sections for drawing prac- 
tice, and varying from straight line forms to 
animals and landscape. 


was introduced into National schools, but 
failed to become established, and, after a few 
years, was limited to free drawing practice. 

The witness then dealt with the summer 
courses in art, and went on to refer to the 
modern ideas in teaching drawin;. He said 
that the fundamental error in courses of 
formal drawing, especially i: the case of 
young children, would appear to have arisen 
through the non-observance of the facts that 
the child drew more easily from memory and 
imagination, and used drawing naturally as a 
means to express ideas; and, similarly, that 
design preceded a knowledge of drawing and 
decoration.

of which had arisen out of its instruction, 
guilds were in touch with the Metro- 
pélitan School of Art, and the exhibitions «f 
Arts and Crafts Society, and other exhibi- 
tiens, provided a general contact that had 
been stimulating. Except in so far as provid- 
instruction for individual trade workers, 
co-operation with the Goldsmiths’ and 
ersmiths’ Corporation, there was virtually 
no provision for special group instruction in 
arate trades. 
The Metropolitan School of Art was one of

HE APPRENTICESHIP SYSTEM. 

Mr. R. M. Butler, M.R.1.A., Professor of 
Architecture, University College, Dublin, 
said that it was generally admitted in Eng- 
land and in this country that the apprentice- 
ship system, as a medium for imparting full 
instruction, had completely broken down in 
many callings, his own profession included. 
In many of the crafts this was the inevitable 
result of modern commercial methods, includ- 
ing the economic effort to compete with cheap 
mass production elsewhere, and the ever- 

rowing use of labour-saving machinery. So 
ar as he could see, the only practicable way 
of replacing the old methods of craft train- 
ing was by well-organised technical education, 
Technical education should be compulsory 
from the time of leaving school at 15 (or 16) 
years of age. . 

The standard of attainment should be a fair 
general education of the elementary type, 
with special attention to simple mathematics, 
elementary mensuration (as applying to or- 
dinary trade problems), and elementary prac- 
tical geometry; perhaps also the elements of 
physical science; but, above all, drawing. 

The ideal solution for every beginner in 
these crafts would be to take a two years’ 
whole time day-time course in a technical 
school, under competent trade teachers, This 
whole time course should be a precedent to 
entry as apprentice, or improver, in any 
workshop. At the end of the two years’ time 
the pupil would enter a workshop, and for a 
minimum further period of one year’ attend 
part-time and night classes in the technical 
school. Technical education should be con- 
trolled by a Central Department of Edu- 
cation, with an Advisory Technical Council, 
and co-ordinated with elementary education. 


ARCHITECTS. 

Mr. George F. Beckett tendered evidence 
on behalf of the Roval Institute of Architects 
of Ireland, and said that the nature of the 
technical instruction required was such as 
would give all operatives an intelligent: know- 
ledge of materials and processes which were 
employed in their special trades; and it would 
be desirable that they should also have such 
general comprehension of other trades as 
would facilitate combination. This should be 
adequate to include, within a reasonable 
period, all applicants for admission to skilled 
trades, There was, under the present reduced 
output, a. sh in. most of the. trades, 
primarily plasterers, slaters, tilers, and layers 
of wood-block flooring. In case of any large 
increase in. the amount oí work, such as 
would take place with renewed prosperity in 
the country, it may be taken for granted that 
all trades would be entirely under-staffed 

of recruiting. 
Compulsory training should be a condition pre- 
cedent to employment. The term of training 
should be hoth prior to and during the earlier 
years of employment. The men who had effec- 
tive ‘training would receive preference of 
employment with any competent and informed 
contractor; and the work would be of greater 
value than the work of imperfectly-trained 
men. ' 

An important point arose from the fact 
that contractors were largely recruited from

TAKEN OUT ‘AND 
SHOT. . 
CHARGE OB ALDING A 
MURDERER. | 
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(BEFORE MA. JUSTICE HANNA.) 

A remarkable story of oppression during 
the troubled period following on the Truce 
was told when Martin Kelly, Joseph Mackey 
n, from Queen's. County, 
leaded not guilty to having;-on August -2n‘), 

922, and on subsequent. dates, aideil, 
‘assisted, received, harboured and maintained 
Thomas McEvoy, knowing that he had (as 
alleged) murdered John Fitzpatrick at 
Acragar, near Mountmellick. 

It was a cold-blooded murder, said Mr. 
Carrigan, K.C., who prosecuted for the State. 
McEvoy, moved by a mere private spite that 
might have been disposed, of with fists, got 
the others to mask themselves, and.» with 
him break into a house. after midnight, and 
pull out the wretched victim. In any other 
country that would be enough to convict the 
men in the dock of murder, but here they 
were put forward on a minor charge. 

“We are,” continued counsel, “a people 
of rare character, and now is the time to 
reaffirm that we are a people with our own 
views of crime.’’ 

After evidence had been taken from, among 
others, Joseph Finlay, motor driver, who 
drove the four men to the house where 
Fitzpatrick lived, 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that he was of 
Opinion that. there was no evidence to go to 
the jury that the act of the accused men 
after the murder was committed in ridiag 
alongside the murderer in the motor car for 
five minutes, listening to him threatening 
them, would entitle the jury to convict them 
as accessories after the fact. Accordingly be 
directed the prisoners to be discharged. 

The accused men were put under a rule cf 
bail to keep the peace for two years, and 
to attend to-day’s Court as witnesses.

CONSPIRACY TO KIDNAP. 

Presenting a case for the prosecution, Mr. 
Carrigan said that at a time when human life 
was regarded as of little or no value whatever 
in certain parts of the country this murder 
was planned and carried out by McEvoy. 
Kelly was a shop assistant in Mountmellick, 
and Mackey and Condron were employed as 
a goods checker and porter on the Great 
Southern Railways. McEvoy’ was the manager 
of the local gas works. 

McEvoy ‘and Fitzpatrick had served in the 
Great War, and the latter was lodging with 
his married sister and her husband. The two 
men, according to what was stated, had a 
guafrel, and McEvoy told the man in the 
dock that, Fitzpatrick tried.to assault him 
with a bottle. That was the reason given 
by McEvoy (who had a revolver, for whic:n he 
had no permit) for what followed. 

After the quarrel with Fitzpatrick, McEvoy 
got a permit for the revolver from the 
military, ana hired another driver named 
Finlay to be on call when he required his 
services. Instructions were given to Finlay 
between 11 and 12 o'clock on the night of 
August 15th. 1922, to meet McEvoy and the 
other men and drive them on a ‘“‘stunt.”’ 
McEvoy by this time had made his prepara- 
tions, and wanted the three men in the dock 
to join him in an expedition to kidnap and 
beat Fitzgerald. They went, having first met 
McEvoy in a public house named Dunne’s, in 
Patrick street, Mountmellick, where they had 
a drink. Subsequently they went to Delaney s 
for another drink, and they then accompanied 
McEvoy on their sa of kidnapping 
and “hiding” Fitzpatrick, with whom they 
had no quarrel, 

They went in the motor car to where Fitz- 
patrick was lodging with a man named Neill, 
who was previously warned that he dare not 
sleep in his house. The four men—McEvoy, 
Kelly, Mackey and Condron—or at least some 
of them, entered the house where a poor woman 
and her children were in bed. Having 
searched the house they found Fitzpatrick, 
whom they pulled out and bundled into the 
motor car, which was in charge of Finlay, 
who was directed to drive to the old Ivy 
Church, about one and three-quarter miles 
outside the town.

A SHOT, 

Some of them went along the road, and 
when they heard,a shot they returned and 
saw McEvoy, with a revolver in his hand, 
standing on the side of the road leaning 
against a fence. When they returned to 
Mountmellick, McEvoy warned them against 
saying anything about the occurrence, and 
probably they would now plead duress for the 
part which they had taken in this crime. 

Subsequently the murdered body of Fitz- 
patrick, with the usual tag of: “Spies and 
informers, beware,” attached to it, was 
found. 

It was a strange irony that when the alarm 
was given the man who drove the doctor to 
the scene was Finlay, who had previously 
driven the murdered man and those concerned 
with his slaying. It was a very remarkable 
fact that these men had stated that when 
Fitzpatrick had been shot they had gone to 
him and whispered an Act of Contrition 
in his ear. hat, said counsel, 
was merely making a mockery of religion ; 
but, of course, from that time a dog in 
Mountmellick did not dare to bark in such a 
way as to excite suspicion against McEvoy, 
who continued in his office until he got pro- 
motion elsewhere. 

It was only last September that the police 
had been able to lay hands on these men, 
and the three of them. made statements. 
These, he was sure, had been pre-arranged, 
so that if ever the time would come that they 
would be arrested they would be all ' on the 
same word,” 

They did not deny that they joined in this 
enterprise. Where was the manhood of the 
country when that could happen! Why did 
not McEvoy and Fitzpatrick fight it out? 


MOTOR DRIVER'S STORY. 


Joseph Finlay, called to the witness-box, 
stated that on the night of the Ist of August, 
1922, he met McEvoy at Mountmellick, and 
they went for a drink. Condron and Kelly 
were in the public-house. He got his car 
and brought it down to the  public-house, 
where he picked up these three men and 
Mackey, McEvoy had a revolver in his hand, 
and he ordered the witness to drive to Fitz- 
patrick’s house in Irishtown. The four men 
went into the house, brought out another 
man, and put him in the car with them. He 
drove about two or two and a quarter miles, 


and stopped at McKvoy’s orders. The latter, 


Condron and Kelly, and the man, Fitzpatrick, 
got out, 

Mr. White, K.C. (for the State)— Where did 
they go!—T'hey got down on the road. 

And what did you do’—I drove down the 
road for about sixty yards. When I was 
turning the car there i heard a shot coming 
from the direction where the men got out. 
I drove back to where they were. I saw 
Fitzpatrick sitting or lying on the road on the 
other side. Conlon and Kelly were there, 
and appeared to be holding down McEvoy. I 
think Condron or Kelly went over to Fitz- 
patrick and appeared to talk to him, 

With the exception of Fitzpatrick, the wit- 
ness went on, they all got into the car, and 
in the course of the return journey the ac- 
cused men asked MeEvoy as to whether the 
man (Fitzgerald) was shot dead or only 
wounded, o. what had happened. Mackey 
took no part in the argument. 

When they got back to Mountmellick, at 
about 12.30, McEvoy warved them all, saying 
that if they said: anything about what hap- 
pened they wold get.the.same as Fitzpatrick 
did, Some time afterwards the witness met 
Kelly, who asked him if he ever found out 
why McEvoy shot Fitzpatrick, and he replied 
that he did not. Kelly next asked him would 
it ever be found out, and. he (witness) 
replied: *‘1 don't know, but | think it will. 
He drove Dr. O’Brien to the scene of the 
shooting.

Fascism’s Future. 


Ever since the Fascist rising Italy has 
been ruled on a purely revolutionary 
basis. “The dictator, Signor Mussolini, not 
merely suppressed the Italian Parliament, 
forbade the holding of elections, and con- 
centrated power in the hands of his 
black-shirted followers, but he assumed 
virtually autocratic control of every 
Ministry and department of Government. 
Repeatedly he has spoken of a Constitu- 
tion which would be substituted for the 
“Liberal State” that has disappeared. 
The Milan Correspondent of The Times 
discloses the outlines of this “ Corporative 
State, ” which the Dictator has conceived. 
First and foremost in the conception 
stands the doctrine that “the interests 
of all classes must be subordinated to the 
supreme interest of the State.” Next 
comes the declaration that ‘‘ the interests 
of the employers as much as those of the 
men must be subordinated to the interests 
of production.” It follows that “the 
State has.the right and the duty to inter- 
vene and to regulate all these interests.” 
Under the system named the Corporative 
State, employers and employed will be 
formed into two great national confedera- 
tions. Handicraftsmen and free pro- 
fessional men will form two supplementary 
confederations. At the head of all 
will stand a Ministry and National 
Council of Corporations, with the Duce as 
President of the Council. Now, it will not 
be incumbent on employers or employed 
to join the recognised confederations in 
their particular industries, They will be 
allowed to form independent unions and 
associations if they choose. Only the 
groups recognised by the State, however, 
will be free to make collective bargains, 
and when they make such bargains in- 
dependent groups will be compelled to 
adopt the same terms. The State will 
have power to dismiss the heads of recog- 
nised unions and thus virtually will 
dictate all conditions of employment. It 
will be seen that the “ Corporative State ”’ 
is to-all intents and purposes Syndicalism 
inverted. Personal liberty is not recognised 
under either system, and the State in each 
is regarded as a strictly economic being lack- 
ing any purpose save material aggrandise- 
ment. The notion of substituting profes- 
sional groups for territorial constituencies 
in Parliamentary representation has been 
mooted in many lands since the Great War 
caused so many new constitutions to be 
devised. Signor Mussolini, however, does 
not regard professional groups any more 
than the population geographically 
organised as entitled to a say in govern- 
ment. With him the ultimate will of the 
nation is resident in a self-elected person, 
and his Constitution seems to make no 
provision for the situation that must arise 
when he himself passes from the scene. 

Supplementary to the Corporative Con- 
stitution will be a “Labour Charter.”’ This 
document will define the rights and duties 
of the wage-earning classes. It will lay 
down conditions of employment which are 
expected to ensure to the loyal worker a 
measure of comfort that will leave no 
excuse for discontent. _ Nevertheless, it 
may be guessed that Italian working men 
will not look upon three good meals a day 
as the summum bonum of a civilised com-

directed nominally against the Royalists of 
L’ Action Francaise, issued a lightly veiled 
denunciation of this Fascist creed. Signor 
Mussolini’s promises of a settlement of the 
Roman question, therefore, seem to be 
regarded in the Vatican as bribes intended 
to buy complicity in the institution of the 
“ Corporative State; and the Vatican’ has 
rejected them. Thus, Fascism’ will take 
its great experiment aloue, and with every 
prospect of being required, at the same 
time, to fight the ancient battle of Empire 
against Papacy all over again. 


The Hankow Negotiations. 

The latest news from China indicates 
that a highly critical situation is 
developing. Yesterday morning it was 
announced that the negotiations at 
Hankow, between Mr. O’Malley and Mr. 
Eugene Chen, were on the verge of a 
successful issue. Indeed, it was under- 
stood generally that the Chinese repre- 
sentative had accepted in broad outline 
the terms that were offered by Sir Austen 
Chamberlain in his recent speech, and 
there was a widespread belief that an 
agreement would be signed yesterday even- 
ing. Last night, however, a telegram 
from Hankow announced that no agree- 
ment had been, or was likely to be, signed ; 
and that, to all intents and purposes, the 
negotiations had collapsed. If this report 
is accurate, a very serious position is 
likely to arise. The negotiations between 
Mr. O'Malley and Mr. Chen have been in 
progress for several weeks, and the British 
representative has done everything in his 
power to bring about a_ settlement. 
Nothing could have been fairer than ths 
terms that were offered by the British 
Foreign Secretary. They conceded virtu- 
ally all the demands of the Chinese 
Nationalists. In the opinion of many ex- 
perienced residents in China, they went 
rather too far; but Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain was determined to leave nothing un- 
done to bring about a peaceful issue of 
the whole situation in China, and, if the 
negotiations have come to an unsuccessful 
end; neither he nor Mr. O’Malley will be 
to blame. Apparently Mr. Eugene Chen 
So far as the out- 
side world is concerned, he is the begin- 
ning and the end of the Kuomintang; 
but sinister figures are lurking in the back- 
ground, and there is good reason for the 
belief that they are being inspired by 
Russian advisers. Russia does not want 
peace between Britain and the Chinese. 
Her whole policy during the last few 
years has been to undermine British in- 
fluence in the Orient, and a satisfactory 
agreement between Mr. O’Malley and 
Mr. Chen would be extremely unwelcome 
in Moscow. 
pressure will be sufficiently strong to 
wreck Mr. O’ Malley’s peace-making efforts 
remains to be seen; but it must be con- 
fessed that the outlook is not promising, 

In the meanwhile the Shanghai Defence 
Force is on the high seas, and some of the 
white troops from India already have 
arrived. The British arrangements are 
being pursued according to plan. Shanghai 
will be defended at all costs, and, while 
there will be no attempt to prevent the 
entry of the Cantonese troops into the 
city, any attack on the foreign Concessions 
will be resisted. Reports from Hong- 
Kong suggest that the foreign population 
of that city also is becoming nervous. 
Chinese troops on the outskirts of the city 
have been distributing anti-British leaflets 
among the farming classes, and are said to 
be organising a so-called Farmers’ Army 
to attack the foreigners. Throughout 
China the general feeling of uncertainty 
is growing. General Wu Pei-fu, who 
agreed some weeks ago to make common 
cause against the Kuomintang with 
Marshal Chang Tso-lin, now has changed 
his mind, and has forbidden the Marshal’s 
troops to enter the territory under his 
control. From a military point of view 
the position is bewilderingly obscure. 
Nobody knows what side the war lords 
will take. At one moment Chang and Wu 
are allies; at the next they are sworn 
enemies. The other military chiefs are 
almost equally fickle in their allegiance, 
but there seems to be little doubt that 
they all will make common cause against 
the foreigner if the Shanghai difficulty 
should give rise to a conflict between the 
British troops and the Kuomintang. 
Britain’s policy is perfectly 
forward. Whatever happens. at Hankow, 
whefher or not Mr. Chen agrees to Sir 
Austen Chamberlain’s offer, there can be 
no change. Prominent members of the 
Labour Party in Britain are suggesting 
that the whole British case should be 
abandoned and that the Cantonese Party 
should be left in supreme control of the 
foreign Concessions. Such a policy would 
be fatal, not only to British prestige in 
the East, but to British trade. Much of 
the success of British merchants in China 
has been due to the respect in which the 
British Government is held by the Chinese 
people. If there should be the least sus- 
picion of a “climb down,” untold harm 
would be done to British interests,

Shipping Prospects. 

The British Board of Trade estimates 
that the gross earnings of British ships 
engaged in foreign trade fell last year, 
owing to the stoppage in the coal mines. 
by £4,000,000. The Chamber of Shipping, 
in its annual report—which is summarised 
by Mr. Archibald Hurd in the Daily 
Telegraph—expresses the opinion that the 
Board of Trade over-estimated earnings 
and under-estimated expenses. On this 
basis it is contended that the rise in 
freight rates, which was about 11 per cent., 
was “quite insufficient to meet the losses 
imposed by the strike.” The Chamber 
considers that shipping everywhere suffered 
during 1926, but it discerns signs of im- 
provement. Its hopes are based on a 
revival of trade throughout Europe. Tho 
consolidation of German shipping interests 
and “the remarkable progress in ship- 
building made by both Germany and 
Italy” are regarded as signs of general 
recovery. Germany's merchant marine was 
reduced in 1921 to 654,000 gross tons, con- 
sisting solely of small tonnage. To-day 
Germany has rebuilt her mercantile fleet 
and possesses 3,049,000 gross tons of steel, 
steam and motor shipping, much of which 
is superb liner tonnage. Italy has in- 
creased her ocean-going marine from the 
1914 total of 1,428,000 to 3,125,000 gross 
tons, and she now possessés many of the 
biggest. motor liners afloat. At the end 
of 1926 the tonnage under construction in 
Italian yards was second only to thas 
under construction in the United Kingdom, 
In these facts there is promise of in- 
creasing severity of competition ; but also 
there is every sign of general confidence 
in a vastly increased volume of inter- 
national traffic. 


PRINCESS MARY A 
SURGEON, 


—— 
SIR B. MOYNIHAN ON 
OPERATIONS, 


Princess Mary Viscountess Lascelles was 
admitted “as an Honorary Fellow of the 
Royal College of Surgeons, London, yester- 
day afternoon. She attended with Lord 
Lascelles at a meeting of the Council of 
the College, held immediately before the 
delivery of the Hunterian oration by the 
President (Sir Berkeley Moynihan), There 
are already Lady Fellows of the College, 
but Princess Mary is the first to receive 
the honorary degree, 

Sir Berkeley Moynihan said that they 
were celebrating the 199th anniversary of 
the birth of John Hunter, the man who 
raised surgery from barbarism to science. 
This year they would also celebrate the 
centenary of Lister. 

Of all who had ever served the cause of 
surgery those two men stood apart by 
reason of the immeasurable benefits which 
they had conferred on their fellow men. 
Operations, which from time immemorial 
were so mortal as to be prohibitive, were 
now matters of every-day occurrence. 
Operations formerly unimaginable were 
now performed without anxiety. The 
surgery of to-day was not so much to make 
the operation safe as to make the patient 
safe for surgery. , 

Surgery was the weapon of research by 
which they hoped some day to end surgery. 
Was there not a preventive surgery as 
well as a preventive medicine? Physiolo- 
gists, he said, should stand by the bed- 
side. There were some things physiologists 
can learn better from man than from mice. 
The question was what were the lines on 
which they were to train those who would 
lead the army of surgeons in thoir con- 
quests of the future?

Sir Harold Bowden, Chairman of the

crystallised the art and science of advertising 
in a number of aphorisms. 
_ Advertising in Great Britain, he said, is 
httle more than a very healthy baby— 
though it has a luety voice, and does contrive 
to make itself heard. There are many people 
still who regard advertising as not quite 
proper. It is easier to make a good bicycle 
or a good watch, or a good soap or a good 
piece of cloth, than to sell it. 

It is sometimes suggested that advertising 
replaces salesmen. ou might as well say 
that artificial fertilisers replace gardeners. 
Advertising is merely window-dressing writ 
large. Nothing that you can write about a 
frock can be quite so convincing as the frock 
itself in a shop window. There may not be 
much of it, but what there is is eloquent— 
to a woman. 

When you have translated your shop 
window into a few square inches of news- 
paper space you must uso every available 
resource of type. pictorial art, and graphic 
writing to attract the eye and mind of the 
reader, Advertising has. already roped in 
R.A.’s for its posters. We have yet to see 
Mr. H. G. Wells, Mr. John Galsworthy, Mr. 
John Mansfield. or Mr Hilaire Belloc em- 
ployed to write advertisement copy for soap 
or baby foods.. This is the next stage in 
Press advertising, 

In the business of advertising you can fool 
some of the people once, but you cannot fool 
anybody twice. It is easier to live up to a 
truthful advertisement than to live down an 
untruthful one. Truth is good business.

THE NEW SYSTEM, 

Two practical comments have been made as 
the result of the working of. this new system.

The second is that the appeals on short- 
hand notes of the proceedings of first instance 
have been found. unsatisfactory, . for many 
reasons, ‘the — personality, “character, and 
bearing of a witness have an important bear- 
ing upon the value of his evidence. A tran- 
script, however Food; can never be a complete 
reconstruction of the matter before the circut 
judge; really effective stenographers and 
transcribers are not sufficiently. numerous to 
make them available for all the courts, par- 


to the cost of litigation. There-is a further 
objection that.cases are very often presented 
in the Circuit Court hastily and imperfectly, 
and the record of such a trial does not pro- 
vide sufficient data to enable the appeal 
uige to mete out justice upon a transcript 
of it. 

It has been suggested that. it is undesirable 
to appoint Commissioners, rather than new 
judges, for many reasons. Such. appointments 
would necessarily be temporary, and leading 
practitioners in good practice would be un- 
willing to accept temporary appointments of 
this nature, which not only might be. less 
remunerative than practice, but would with- 
draw the practitioner from his. practice and, 
thereby, possibly inflict irreparable damage 
upon him. On the_other hand, the appoint 
ment of men who are not in the front rank of 
the professiom hardly would add to the dignity 
or efficiency of the tribunal. . Further, the 
number of appeals in arrear is sufficiently 
large to occupy four Commissioners sitting in 
pairs for upwards of a year at least.. By 
that time, under present conditions, a further 
arrear will have accumulated which will 
engage them for a further period, and so on, 

A rere way of dealing with the problem 
would be to abolish. appeals on shorthand 
notes; to provide that every appeal from the 
Circuit Court’. should be.oral as formerly ; 
and that the judges should hold. assizes as for- 
merly. No.doubt, if the present Bench “td 
that, the High Court work: would fall into 
arrear, but this would eventually necessitate 
the appointment of ‘two or three High Court 
judges, who should be selected from the 
front rank of the profession, and whose 
tenure should be permanent, both of which 
features would add to the efficiency and 
dignity of ‘the Bench. '

The news. from Hong-Kong to-day is 
regarded as a little unsettling ; for it js 
reported that the Governor has made a 
strong protest to the Cantonese Govern.

Russia and China. 


Russia’s interest in China is partly 
demonstrated by the monthly survey of 
the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, 
which shows that, next to Persia, Russi 
‘does a bigger trade with China than with 
any other country across the Asiatic 
frontier. The total turnover for the year 
1925-26 between these two countries was 
35;000, 000 roubles, being eclipsed only by 
the total trade with Persia, which 
amounted to 73,000,000 roubles. Japan js 
third with 11,000,000 roubles, and the 
United States fourth with 8,000,000 roubles 
The total import and expoTt business 
between Russia and Great Britain was 
about six and a half million roubles and 
with Germany just under four million 
roubles.

One of the infirmary doctors said that 
but for the prompt. aid of the nurses the 
death-roll must have been heavier.

“ We climbed over a greenhouse and 
got over the wall,” said one of the 
superintending. nurses to a Press Associa- 
tion representative.

Frequent only those theatres and cinemas— 
indeed, all assemblies—where ventilation is 
attended to properly. 

Attend to ventilation in the home 

Good food and regular meals are necessary. 

Frequently gargle the nose and throat, and 
always breathe through the nose. 


Dr. Russell mentioned that the cinema 
theatres had recently been circularised in 
regard to the question of proper ventila- 
tion, which is incumbent upon proprietors, 
in accordance with the terms of the 
Cinematograph Act... He pointed out, 
however, that while there is, undoubtedly, 
an epidemic of influenza there is no need 
for alarm, provided that people will take 
ordinary precautions. 

“ No sure means,” added Dr. Russell, 
“are yet available for distinguishing the 
common or influenza cold from true 
influenza, and no conspicuous advance has 
recently been tnade in our knowledge of 
the bacteriology of the disease. The 
laboratory has not yet given us a specific 
form of treatment of influenza or of pro- 
tection against it, so that satisfactory 
means of checking the spread of the 
infection must await further and more 
intensive research.”’ 


“BACK TO IRELAND.” 


VISIT OF AMERICAN WAR 
VETERANS. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON (By Mail). 

An American Legion invasion of Ireland 
is being planned in connection with the 
National Convention of that organisation, 
all the members of which were attached 
to the American Expeditionary Forces 
during the war, to be held in Paris in 
September. 

The idea of arranging for the fighting 
Murphys, Sullivans, O’Gradys and the 
Irish generally of the Legion to include 
a visit to Ireland in their itinerary 
originated with Mr. Francis J. Kilkenny, 
of Chicago, who organised and headed the 
“ Back to Ireland ’’ movement of 1910, 
when 20,000 Americans of Irish nativity 
or descent revisited the ‘‘ old sod.” 

Mr. Cosgrave, President of the Execu- 
tive Council of the Irish Free State, and 
Sir James Craig, the Prime Minister of 
Northern Ireland, have been appealed to 
for their sympathetic support by Mr 
Kilkenny. 

“ Efforts will be nfade to bring this 
representative American group in close 
touch with the economic features and 
industrial activity, not only of the 
European countries, but of Ireland as 
well,” says Mr. Kilkenny. Much 
material good for the Emerald Isle will be 
accomplished: if this projected tour is, by 
concerted action, brought to a realisation. 
Ireland is in a better position to-day than 
ever.

HOW THE MONEY WILL BE

Mr.G. Bernard Shaw has now definitely 
fixed the statutes for the Anglo-Swedish 
literary foundation, for the forming of 
which he generously decided to devote the 
total sum of the literary Nobel. Prize, 
which was awarded to him last year. 

Mr. Shaw has particularly stipulated 
that the fund must be employed solely for 
the purpose of making Swedish literature 
and art known in Great Britain. 

The Crown Prince of Sweden has con- 
sented to become the patron of the founda- 
tion, and the fund will be under the 
control of three trustees—namely, the 

Swedish Minister in London, Baron Palms- 

tierna ; 

President of the Anglo-Swedish Society in 

London, the Viscount Burnham; and 

President of the Swedish English Society in 

Stockholm, Vice-Admiral “Lindberg. 

Mr. Shaw will be invited to become 
honorary president of the foundation. 
As regards all details concerning the dis- 
tribution of the proceeds of the founda- 
tion, the trustees will invite experts in 
literature and art to advise them. The 
Director of the National Museum in 
Stockholm, Dr. Axel Gauffin, has kindly 
accepted the invitation to become adviser 
as regards matters of art. 

In accordance with the wishes of Mr. 
Shaw, the question of providing transla- 
tions of the works of August Strindberg 
will Be considered by the trustees at an 
early date. It is expected that the 
revenue of the fund wil] amount to about 
6,000 kroner annually. 

Mr. Shaw has expressed a hope that 
additional gifts may be forthcoming for 
the purpose of increasing the capital of 
the fund.

FIRST WHITE TROOPS SINCE 
BOXER RISING.

SHANGHAI, Monday. 

The first landing of white troops at 
Shanghai since the Roser trouble took place 
this morning, and was made the occasion of 
a great, though quiet, public demonstration 

on the part of the foreign population,

All the way from the docks immense 
crowds of Chinese crowded to see thom. 
Traffic was held up, and not twelve yards 
of the whole route were not hned by 
foreigners and wonder-struck Chinese as the 
troops smartly marched yong the streets 
singing and. whistling, while  toreigners 
swarmed on the roofs, verandahs, and every 
— point of vantage, and cheered the 

ritish soldiers.

Hundreds of photographers, including some 
cinematograph cameramen, were working 
busily recording this historic event in 
Shanghai’s chequered history. Work in offices 
and shops was virtually suspended during

DIRECTORS’ REPORT. 

The directors of the Belfast and County 
Down Railway Company, in their report for 
the year ended December 31, 1926, stated 
that the gross receipts amounted to £233,079 
16s. 7d., and the gross expenditure to 
£244,386 19s. 4d. The appropriation from 
the amount received by the Irish Railways 
Settlements of Claims Act, 1921, was £132 
8s. 2d.; miscellaneous receipts from rents, 
ete., was £6,043 2s. 8d., and the total net 
income was £8,029 8s. 1d.; balance from 
last account, £6,408 14s, 9d., and the total, 
less interest, rentals, fixed charges, and divi- 
dends on the baronial guaranteed shares, was 
£14,438 2s. 10d. 

The directors deplored their inability to 
recommend payment of dividends on their 
Preference and Ordinary stocks. Like other 
railways, their company had suffered severely 
from labour conditions. The coal tijners’ 
strike had also very materially affected the 
revenue, and had resulted im a heavy in- 
crease in working expenses. The permanent 
way, bridges, etc., had been maintained in 
good working order, and, consistent with the 
maintenance of. efficiency, every possible 
economy had been exercised in all depart- 
ments. 

During the year one and a half miles of 
lines and two bridges had been renewed. 
New signalling arrangements, including the 

rovision of automatic signalling between 

llymacarrett Junction and Holywood, had 
been carried out, which had permitted the 
closing of five signal cabins.

MANY VICTIMS IN 
QUEENSLAND.

BRISBANE, Monday. 

It is reported that the floods in the 
Cairns district have resulted in twenty 
deaths. 

Owing to the lack of communication the 
reports regarding the cyclone and the 
floods which followed it are very meagre. 
It appears that the greatest loss of life 
occurred in the Ingram district, which was 
submerged by the Herbert River and its 
tributaries, which had overflowed their 
banks and caused fifteen deaths. 

Five other persons were drowned at 
Green Island, near Cairns. The River 
Burdekin reached the record height of 65 
feet at Charters’ Towers, and it was higher 
elsewhere. 

An unconfirmed report states that fifteen 
persons were drowned at the small town of 
Mareeba, and on the Tully River, which 


is now six miles wide. 


ENGLAND FOGBOUND. 


AS DENSE AS EVER IN 


ENGLISH CHANNEL, 


Widespread fog occurred in Eastern and

The density of the fog curtain which 
enshrouded London during yesterday in- 
creased considerably with nightfall. It 
hung heavily over the Thames Valley, and 
at 7.30 p.m. it was reported at Richmond 
to be ** bad and rapidly growing worse.”

He thought that 
the House would desire to give favourable 
consideration to proposals of this kind.

Commenting editorially upon the latest 
break-down of negotiations at Hankow, 7'Ae 
Times. says:—Mr, O'Malley is..to make a 
statement: to-day, and ‘the further ‘course of 
action is certainly not clear. Yet it wog 
be wrong to viéw tragically what is, after all, 
only an incident in the slow and painful de- 
velopment of an extremely difficult position. ‘It 
is plain now that China must occupy the serious 
attention of this country for a long time to 
come. What is happening there is of far- 
reaching’ and dominant significance at this 
moment in the manifold affairs of the world. 
Our own Government have come to grips with 
the problem presented by the new phase of 
Chinese disorder, and they have chosen the 
right method of dealing with it. There are 
strong Nationalist aspirations in awakening 
China, and they are fully recognised in British 
policy, Indeed, an effort is being made to 
realise them in the routine of practical inter- 
course between Great, Britain and China, even 
before these modern national aspirations are 
actually embodied in ‘the Government of 


So far as Great Britain is concerned, not 
a vestige is left of the excuse that the 
privileges secured by foreigners in the 
country prevent the Chinese people from 
forming a stable national administration. In 
the midst of acute civil war, the British offer 
to all the contending factions the surrender 
of the privileges they have hitherto enjoyed, 
But since in this civil war thére is no guar- 
antee of order, since,.moreover, one powerful 
faction has declared a kind of crusade against 
Great Britain, and has employed violence 
against British nationals, the Government are 
in duty bound to take precautions for the 
protection of the British men, women and 
children who are now in China. 

The Chinese Nationalists protest and say 
that they themselves will give the necessary 
protection. The simple answer is that at 
Hankow, Kiukiang and elsewhere they let 
loose the mob and exposed the British to 
suffering and great danger, and that, there- 
fore, precautions are absolutely necessary. 

Mr. O’Malley has done gallantly in 
endeavouring to bring home to Chinese 
Nationalgm the generous offer of the British 
Government. It is right that that endeavour 
should be pursued -whenever and wherever 
circumstances- permit; but the plain fact of 
the present situation is that we are now 
confronted at every turn in China with the 
revolutionary methods of social subversion 
which are now so highly developed in Soviet 
Russia, |

ART DEALERS AND BUBLIN 
“ FIND.” 

Following his visit to a number oí 
London experts, Mr. Bernard Finegan, of 
Wexford street, Dublin, is more than ever 
convinced that the painting of ‘‘ Nelson 
as a Boy,’’ which he brought along with 
him, is a genuine Romney. 

Speaking to Mr. Finegan last night, 
an lrish Times representative ascertained 
that the picture came into his possession 
as long ago as 1913. It was bought from 
a man whose father had found it in the 
course of some reconstruction work at 
Kilmainham, and it lay unnoticed until 
his son. fell into poor circumstances. It 
thus came under the notice of Mr. 
Finegan. : 

Mr. Finegan was then in other employ- 
ment, and after he had shown the picture 
to some customers, was visited by a 
couple of art dealers, who wanted to 
buy it. 

The size of the canvas, which had ap- 
parently been roughly cut from a frame, 
is 25 x 19 inches, and Mr. Finegan states 
that when he procured it there was a 
square tab on the back, with the words— 
“Lord Nelson as a Boy.—Artist— 
Romney.’’ 

When 


the painting was submitted to 
experts, such as Duveen Brothers, in 
London, there was some discussion as to 
whether it was a Romney, but the general 
impression, Mr. Finegan says, was that 
it was. typical of Romney, and that the 
eyes were perfect. 

Mr. Finegan was asked to name a price 


at which he would sell, but declared that 
he wanted offers, as the experts knew the 
value of the work if it was genuine. If 
it was not a Romney, he declared, it was 
worth nothing. Mr. Finegan left London 
last Saturday night, and negotiations for 
the sale of the painting are proceeding. 

In addition to art dealers, Mr. Finegan 
has been in touch with the National Art 
Gallery and the National Portrait Gallery, 
London, but nothing so far has resulted 
from his communications there. 

He stated that he would prefer to sell 
the picture to a British buyer if a 
sufficient figure was offered. Otherwise, 
he says, he must sell to some American.

SIGNS OF REGENERATION. 

He noted with thankfulness that in the 
psychdiogical outlook of industry there did 
seem to be some signs of regeneration, The 
admission by Labour. leaders of the ‘failure 
of the genera] strike, of the fact that ordinary 
strikes were. generally disadvantageous, ‘and 
the need for efficient production-:by’ the 
workers, was matter of no smath.-encourage- 
ment. Alongside the realisatie& by Labour 
of such fundamental verities, “there was a_ 
growing belief by employers in ‘sonie ‘no less 
cardinal principles. While for employers in 
the mass profits were still the main driving 
force in industry, it was becoming increas- 
ingly accepted that the workers were entitled 
to an equitable distribution of the industrial 
product which, if denied, might result in 
there being no profits through continual 
interruption of the ordered progress of work. 

More attention should be paid to salesman- 
ship, and the burden of taxation should be 
reduced. He was, however, satisfied that for 
a long time to come, having regard to the 
numbers of young people who annually enter 
industry, our industries will not be able to 
absorb our unemployed. The one practicable 
method left was to go and settle in the over- 
seas parts of our great Empire. 

The banks, he said, had since 1921 done 
almost more than could be demanded of them 
to foster industry, but that was not enough. 
We have been working; he said, on the gold 
standard for two years, and except for the 
rigidity of the Bank of England system there 
is now nothing to prevent the same response 
being given to the increaséd trade demand in 
this country as has been given in America. 
In America, as he pointed out, there is no 
restriction niet by labour upon production, 
but if the Bank of England followed in the 
footsteps of America, and Labour responded 
by increased production, there would be no 


inflation. 
THE FUTURE. 

It would be asked: Did the auguries really 
point to any improvement in trade’ There 
certainly appeared to be a spirit of optimism 
in industry, and nothing assisted trade so 
much as optimism. There were grounds for 
hope, and there were warnings to us to put 
our industrial house in. order, so as to be 
ready to get in at the early door.. There 
were at the same time serious factors to be 
reckoned with, especially the serious. effect 
of the investment all over the world of 
American capital, and the possible reper- 
cussions of the German exports of free goods 
“under the reparation scheme.’’* I am con- 
vinced,’’ he concluded; ‘‘that Britain can 
solve her present industrial problem, not by 
any foreign nostrum, but through the 
common sense and co-operation of her people, 
which always in the end displays itself as 
the crowning genius of our race.”

When he. said that Morgan’s action was 
foolish and ill-advised the witness meant that 
Morgan was foolish to have any further con- 
versation with Kelly after he had been 
solicited. The witness had known Morgan 
for fifteen or seventeen years, and had 
never known him to have offered a 
commission to any person, either in the 
business of the firm or elsewhere. The wit- 
ness had forty years’ experience of the firm, 
and never knew a commission to be offered. 

This contract for the slates was value for 
about £5,000. Mr. Kelly had been a former 
customer of Brooks, Thomas, and the wit- 
ness was aware that Mr. Kelly’s credit 
account with the firm had been stopped in 
1912, by order of the Board of Directors. 

TREATED AS HOSTILE WITNESS. 

At this juncture, Mr. Sheehy, prosecuting 
counsel, asked leave to cross-examine Mr. 
Hutton as a hostile witness, on the grounds 
of, the whole attitude taken up by Brooks, 
Thomas all through. this case, and that Mr.

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THE KING AND NEW YORK. 

TO THB EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—In your account of the ‘presentation 
of the King’s Alms Dish to St. John’s Cathe- 
dral, it is recalled that in 1785 the Rector of 
Trinity Church was driven from his post 
because he refused to discontinue prayers for 
George III. It may interest your readers to 
be reminded that the rector was Charles 
Inglis, son of a Donegal clergyman, who was 
one of the many Irishmen sent to America 
during the 18th century by the Society for the 
Propagation of the Gospel. 

Berrian’s History of Trinity Church tells 
the story of Inglis’s loyalty. George Washing- 
ton, who was a communicagt of the Church 
of England, sent to Inglis W message asking 
him to omit ‘‘ the violent prayers for the King 
and Royal Family.” Inglis replied that it 
was in Washington's power “to shut up 
their churches, but by no means in omg sti 
to make the clergy depart from their duty.” 

Inglis persisted in doing his duty in spite 
of threats to his life; but at last the church 
was closed: though Inglis remained at his 
post ‘‘ to baptise the children, visit the sick, 
bury the dead, and afford what support he 
could to the remains of his poor dispirited 
Gock.”’ 

Subsequentiy Inglis, driven from the States, 
went to Nova Scotia, and became there the 
frst Bishop of an English Colony. 

A tablet to his memory was placed in St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral, Dublin, in 1901, at the 
celebration of the bi-centenary of the S.P.G., 

the cost of which the Vestry of Trinaty 
Church, New York, made a liberal contribu- 
Lion 

His son, John Inglis, was the third Bishop 
of Nova Scotia, and the first Colonial Bishop 
to make his appearance at a King’s Levee. 
George IV. received him cordially, address- 
ing him as ‘‘ My Lord Bishop.” The King, no 
doubt, had learned from those skilled in such 
matters that the title ‘‘ Lord” applied to 
Bishops is not in any way connected with a 
right to a seat in the House of Lords, but 
s theirs by right of their Episcopal dignity. 
Sir J. Bernard Burke, Ulster King of Arms, 
in 1876, expressed his judgment on this mat- 
ter in the following words:—‘‘ The title 
‘Lord’ applied to Bishops is the designation 
attaching to their spiritual work, and is not 
derived from the exercise of any temporal 
authority.” 

This opinion was finally ratified for Ireland 
by Queen. Victoria, who ordered that in the 
Irish Table of Precedence, Archbishops, both 
Church of Ireland and Roman Catholic, should 
rank before Dukes, and Irish Bishops before 
Barons That rule holds good, unless and 
until changed by Royal authority. 

It is of interest to us to know that the 
first Colonial Bishop was an Irishman, and 
that it was in connection with his son that 
the present law of Episcopal title and pre- 
cedence was clearly established.— Yours, etc.,

Srr,—Those who have éxpressed approval 
of the proposed bill for the exclusion of 
women trom juries have generally assumed 
that this piece of legislation will, if passed, 
benefit the women who not wish td serve 
on juries. Allow me to point out«that the 
position of such women will not be affected 
at all, since the “Act of 1924 enables them 
to have their names struck ‘off the jury-list, 
if they so desire. -They need’ not assign any 
reason for exemption.

M. JOZE ITURBI. 


A chain of circumst.nces, which included a 
railway accident on a French boat train from 
Paris, fog in the Channel, and arrival in 
London five hours late for the Irish mal 
train, prevented Monsieur Jozé Iturbi from 
being in Dublin in time to fulfil his engage- 
ment to play yesterday afternoow# at the 
Royal Dublin Society's premises, Ballsbridge. 
He arrived, however, by the evening mail 
boat, and gave his recital at 8.15 im the 
presence of an audience which numbered 
almost 1,400. Fears that M. Iturbi would 
have been upset by his unpleasant experi- 
ences vanished: when he struck the opening 
chords of the Haydn Sonata in E minor. The 
touch was that of :1 artist—delicate and 
confident—and the presto movement was 
delightfully played. The shading was well 
preserved in both this and the succeeding 
movement, and in the concluding rondo the 
delicacy of touch and sure technique were 
admirable. The Beethoven Sonata in 
(Opus. 14, No. 2) was. too restrained, espe- 
cially in the scherzo. The rhythm was quite 
good, but the pianist did not quite get the 
atmosphere. The Mendelssohn group . which 
followed was more suited to Monsieur 
Iturbi’s mood. ‘‘ La Chasse’’ was given 
wi... a refreshing dash, which formed a 
delightful contrast to the delicate imagery of 
w Filense,” which succeeded. In the Rondo 
Capriccioso M. Iturbi was at his best. A 
group by Chopin included Mazurka, Three 
Etudes and the Polonaise in B minor. The 
third of the Etudes was the most impressive 
in its treatment; in the others the rhythm 
was not too well maintained. The Polonaise 
was presented in virile fashion, and the 
crescendo movements were beautifully built

DECLINE 
Contrary to expectations, conditions in the 
House yesterday were rather quiet. There 
was a fair accumulation of public orders 
over the week-end, but when these had been 
executed markets generally became somewhat 
slack. As far as the speculative departments 
were concerned. this. was due largely to the 
easier tendency in the Oil section, but Mines, 
nevertheless, kept firm, and Kaffirs were 
steady as a rule, particularly as better prices 
for favourites were cabled from Johannes- 
burg. The Cape sent over higher prices for 
several of its favourites, bat the market here 
failed to respond except in a few instances. 
Geduld were a strong spot on the publication 
of the particulars of the East Geduld, while 
Goldfields, Generals, and Rand Mines were 
also harder.
